The boy could not swallow, and in- 
jections of whisky were made. It 
soon became evident that there was 
internal hemorrhage, and at 7 o'clock 
the unfortunate lad breathed his last. 
Dr. Wood worth desired to hold a 
post mortem, but the parents objected 
and Coroner Wheelock deemed it un- 
necessary to put the county to ex- 
pense by holding an inquest. 


The funeral takes place to-morrow 
afternoon at 2 o'clock, from St. Paul's 
Catholic church.
